FARMING; ITALY 
SEIZES ESTATE 


Land Placed in Charge of 
Workers.

ROME, Dee. 17.—Negligent aristo- 
crats who fail to cultivate their large 
estates in Sicily fell under the frown 
of Fascist prefects today. They dealt 
harshly with Prince Marzio Pigna- 
| telli and Sister Maria, a wealthy nun. 
The prince owns an éstate of more 
than 2,000 acres, called Piano del Sig- 
in the prefecture of Caltani- 
setta, Sicily. He had been warned for 
some time that in conformance with 
the policy of increased agricultural 
production throughout Italy, he must 
give attention to his estates, It is the! 
general custom ‘of Sicilian noblemen | 
to live for only a short period each | 
year on their lands. 
’ When the prince failed to furnish ‘ 
attack | seeds to his tenants this year the 
prefect, in conjunction with the Fas- 
cist federation, passed a decree mak- 
ing the’ syndicate of agricultural 
workers administrator for his lands. 
The syndicate was instructed to put 
the lands under intensive cultivation 
and to account to the prince for eco- 
nomic and financial returns. 
The same action was taken against 
Sister Maria, a wealthy nun, who 
owns an adjoining estate. 
These drastic actions caused con- 
siderable stir among the Sicilian no- 
bles. A heavy tax was formerly levied 
against the lands in order to stimulate 
production, but this proved ineffective. 
The prefects announce’ they are de- 
termined to rehabilitate the agricul- 
ture of Sicily, and stringent measures 
will be applied to many other aristo- 
crats who spend too much time in 
big towns.

Civil aviation took precedence over 
the military last night as speakers 
both from the U. S. and from foreign 
countries gave warm praise to Chi- 
cago for its progress in commercia] 
aviation and forecast that the city wil: 


‘be the focal point of the world’s com- 


mercial air traffic. “Foremost among 
those who dwelt upon Chicago’s air 
greatness was Brig Gen. Christopher 
Birchwood Thomson, baron of Car- 
dington, former British air minister, 
who heads the delegation of 100 rep- 
resentatives of foreign countries 
tending the first International Aero- 
nautical exposition at the Coliseum. 

Lord Thomson was the chief guest 
and speaker at a dinner in the Hotel 
Sherman last night. The delegation is 
in this country to attend the Interna- 
tional Civil Aeronautics conference 
called by President Coolidge to open 
in Washington, D. C., on Dec. 12. 


Nature Aids Chicago. 


Nature’s provision of both water 
and hard, level earth as a landing 
place for seaplanes and airplanes was 
pointed out by Lord Thomson ag one 
of the reasons why there is no limit 
to Chicago’s develapment of this form 
of modern transportation. 

“You are among the foremost cities 
of the world,” Lord Thomson said. 
“It does not take much imagination 
to portray what your city will be in 
twenty-five years. One can envision 
your spacious lake front crowded with 
flying boats and your airport busy 
with the arrival and departure of 
monster aircraft. One can see also 
passengers from central Africa alight- 
ing at your airport and others board- 
ing planes for India and Australia.” 

Chicagoans have no right to any 
feeling of self satisfaction until the 
great lake front airport is a reality, 
declared William P. MacCracken Jr., 
assistant secretary of commerce for

Special legislation, preferably along 
the lines to be recommended to the 
next Illinois assembly by the execu-

A detailed analysis of school finances 
was contained in the _ statement, 
but the present problem confront- 
ing the trustees of meeting the 
next employés pay roll on Dec. 20 was 
not touched upon. Mr. Caldwell said 
yesterday that he intended taking up 
this problem next Monday, adding 
that a total of $5,000,000, including 
the salaries of teachers and others, 
and the amount of bills payable, would 
be needed before Jan. 1 to clear the 
obligations of the board. The teacher 
pay rolls of Dec. 20 will alone amount 
to $3,600,000. 

Bill Already Prepared. 

A preliminary draft of “ required” 
legislation, designed to cure in future 
the present money ills of the school 
system, has already been worked out 
by the board members and submitted 
to the executive committee of the 


mayor’s committee, Mr. Caldwell stat- | 


ed. It is planned to have bills in readi- 
ness to submit to the legislature as 
soon as the body convenes on Jan. 2. 

Except that. they would aim at 
“ greatly relieving the present over- 
burdening tax on real estate,’’ the 
statement gave no hint of the proba- 
ble subject matter of the bills. 

The large amount of uncollected 
taxes for 1928, termed as “frozen as- 
sets,”” was blamed by Mr. Caldwell for 
the present crisis in the schools’ 
finances. In December the schools 
were entitled to receive $6,700,000 in 
tax money, but actually have received 
only $700,000, he said.

Reed Smilin gly Takes Stand 


Escape Chair 


BY ROBERT WOOD. 

[Chicago Tribune Press Service.] 
Rockford, Ill., Dec. 7.—[{Special.}— 
The state rested unexpectedly early 
this afternoon and Paul Reed, accused 
of planting the dynamite that blew 
Vernon Plager to his death, parked 
his gum beneath his chair and walked 


his own defense. The state charges 
that h@ killed Plager so that he might 
have undisputed right to Plager’s 
wife, 

Quietly and coolly he Rreveees the 
questions put to him by defense coun- 
sel, Charles H.  Linscott; questions 
that brought admission of most of the 
evidence built up by the state. Occa- 
sionally he smiled down upon the 
lawyers as they argued heatedly over 
the propriety of a question. 

He admitted that he had worked in 
a Colorado oil field where dynamite 
was used and knew how it was han- 
dled. He admitted, too, that he had 
stolen dynamite from the road com- 
missioners’ warehouse near Polo, IIL, 
three days prior to Plager’s murder. 

Threw Away Missing Stick. _ 
’ “One ofthe three sticks got ripped,” 
he told the jury. “‘ The dynamite was 
exposed and I was afraid to handle it 
so I threw it in the Rock river down 
near Byron.” He told of hiding thé 
two sticks that two Chicago news- 
paper men later found secreted in 

the basement of his rooming house. . 

Turning directly to the jury, the 
gaunt quiet youth recounted unfalter- 
ingly and without bitterness, the 
events of his two week elopement in 
Qctober of 1927 with Mrs. Ivy Plager, 
and of their return to Rockford, 
where in the home of Ivy’s brother-in- 
law they were arrested. 

Three days before the murder, Reed 
testified, he drove to the home of his 
brother, Arthur, in. Polo, in search of 
dynamite. — “We drove to Dixon, 
where I got some detonation caps and 
fuses, but we couldn’t find any dyna- 
mite," he said. “That night a neigh- 
bor told Arthur we might find some 
in the road crew’s shanty about a 
mile away.

But wait, wait until you hear what 
the expert on nutrition says about the 
steaks that come from these pampered 
pets of the show ring. 

Dr. C. Robert Moulton, a nutrition 
authority of the Institute of Ameri- 
can Meat Packers, says that generally 
those animals which rate high on the 
hoof in the show ring rate low on 
the hook. 

He points out that there are in use 
several methods of testing the quality 
of meat animals produced by the ani- 
mal industry of this country—the 
show ring, the prize carcass contest, 
the retail butcher’s block and the 
bome kitchen or table. 


acid tests, and the other tests are now 
found to miss the mark in many 
cases. “ While all of these methods. 
of evaluating quality have as the ulti- 
mate objeet the production and prep- 
aration of meats which shall meet the 
demands of the ultimate consumer, 
they differ materially not only in the 
details of the methods but also, if 
seems, in the objects they really —— 
in’ view.”’ 


Too Much Fat Is a Waste. - 


There would be less self pity among 
steak eaters if they knew what was 
wrapped up in the hide of a pam- 
pered prize winner. The judge of 
live animals wants them plump, their 
hides stretched with fat, but that often 
means a lot of tallow to be trimmed 
cff the cut. 

The best steaks come from fat ant. 
mals, but they can often be so fat 
that there is a waste. To get the* de- 
sirable marbling—fine fat lines mixed 
in with the lean—it is necessary for the 
farmer to fatten the animal so that

means a tender, well flavored piece of 
meat and the fat covering helps in 
aging the carcass, but too much fat, 
found frequently on the show animal, 
is a waste. 


' So. Dr. Moulton asked livestockmen 
this week these questions: “Can at 
least some of the desirable qualities 
imparted by fat. be attained without 
producing a thick layer of outside fat 
which is generally not consumed? Can 
the animal husbandman devise a meth- 
od of feeding, breeding and handling 

which will give sufficient marbling 
without excess fattening?” 

People Want Lean Meat. 

He finds that the meat producing 
animal is still judged largely in the 
show ring. Fatness is generally over- 
stressed in beef breeding stock. 

People in this country want lean 
meat, at least less fat than they have 
been getting. Dr. Moulton says the 
consumer is making a serious indict- 
ment against the present practice of 
unduly emphasizing fatness. “ He is 
not so greatly interested in very fat 
meats. 
but the connoisseur will trim off and 
refuse to eat the fat. In fact, many 
consumers show a deplorable prefer- 


better flavor and tenderness of meats 
with more fat in them. The customer 
may even demand that his butcher 
trim off the extra fat and not charge 
him for it. Here is waste of no low 
order, for this fat is costly to pro- 
duce, he said,

There really ought to be as many 
recipes for stewed chicken as there 
are different ages or types of chicken

is “long chicken,” which means that 
you get the mest flavor, or may, for 
a given amount of chicken. 


Undoubtedly an old chicken has the 
most flavor and in many cases of old 
the work was as simple as that re- 
quired for cooking a vegetable—after 
the chicken was cut up or disjointed 
and ready for the pot. Often nothing 
was added to it but some water, to 
cover well while it was gently cook- 
ing. If it was hard boiled it yielded 
just rocky pieces of chicken, in what 
might be a fairly good gravy, but 
rather light flavored because the boil- 
ing or hard cooking that spoiled the 
chicken also gave a weak broth 
around it. The juices of the meat 
being rapidly shut in could not flavor 
the liquid in which they were cooked.

“Among the. materials classified as 
strategic are tin, chromium, manga-

Favors Women’s 


Political House 


Mrs. Baldwin W ould Have 
It Advise Commons. 


[Chicago Tribune Preas Service.] 
LONDON, Dec. 7.—A woman's par- 
liament for England in which measures 
of particular interest to women could 
be argued before being submitted to 
the house of commons is the idea of 


Mrs. Baldwin, wife of the English 
prime minister, who considers it pref- 
erable to mixed membership in par- 


The question of woman membership 
in parliament was recently considered 
when Mrs. Hilton Philipson retired be- 
cause she found it impossible to at- 
tend properly both to her parliamen- 
tary and domestic duties. Of the eight 
women in parliament, a few manage 
to remain active at home, in spite of 
their legislative preoccupations, but 
the rest admit frankly that parlia- 
mentary work is a fulltime job. 

The question was asked: “Can 
women take a part in government 
without neglecting their other inter- 
ests?” 

Mrs. Baldwin answered that she 
believes that women can serve their 
country best outside of the presen 
parliament. 

Her suggestion, briefly, is that a 

women’s council be formed with about 
two hundred members, elected by the 
voters directly or by the county coun- 
cils, with a sort of cabinet to direct 
its executive policy. This council 
would consider measures of particu- 
lar interest to women, such as child 
welfare legislation, and would present 
the bills as passed by it to the house 
of commons for action. It thus would 
act as a sort of committee to do pre- 
liminary work for the house of com- 
mons. 
There igs little likelihood of such a 
council becoming part of the English 
legislative machinery. There is how- 
ever, nothing to prevent women from 
consulting on their own initiative, 
framing bills, and h them pre- 
sented to the house of commons 
through the intermediary of inter- 
ested members. ™ |

The orchestra played 
a mumber of shorter selections, but 
none of these approached the beauty 
of the third, or minuet, movement 
of the Mozart symphony. And sym-

In the performance of “ Pagliacci”

company, 9 to 9:45, we were given an 
opportunity to hear the larger portion 
and the best portion of the music of 
this famous opera. From the open- 
ing Prologue, which, by the way, was 
sung with great breadth and power 
by Raymond Koch, baritone, on 
through the Ding Dong chorus with 
its orchestral background of bird imi- 
tation effects, the famous area, Vesti 
la Giubba [On With the Play], sung 
effectively by Walter Pontius, tenor, 
and so on to the end, this opera is 
like a mighty river with an undercur- 
rent of tragedy. The chorus consisted 
of twenty voices, the W-G-N symphony 
orchestra of twenty pieces under the 
direction of Gaston du Moulin, and 
the whole performance was under the 
direction of Mark Love, basso. 


A very choice entire Schubert pro- 
gram was given by the Steuben club, 
from WLS, 8:30 to 9. Besides a large 
male chorus, there were duets by first 
class singers. The tone of seriousness, 
rather than heaviness, that pervaded 
this German program by German sing- 
ers, was welcome.

They are ac- 
cepted, and although they may influ- 
ence one, they have no more imme- 
diate influence than one’s Own native 
literature does. If one meets them 
with one’s mind and one’s intelll- 
gence; that is, after the emotionalism 
of adolescence, they may make a pro- 
found impression which may lead a 
writer into an ertirely new mode of 


writing. 


Meeting English as a young man. 
and not as a boy, had such a strong: 
influence over Joseph Conrad that he 
chose it for his own language as well 
as his own literafure. And because 
the language was an alien one to 
him, he wrote with the beauty of an 
acquired art. Hugh Walpole’s style 
was influenced by his years in Russia 
—it became more explanatory, more

The same thing that happened to 
those two writers, and has happened 
to others, must certainly have hap- 
pened to Mrs. Taylor. With an in- 
stinctive sympathy for French, when 
she actually came to know it as a 
second language [which means that 
it is as useful an everyday working 
language as one's native tongue], she 
was profoundly impressed by its lit- 
erature.

There are many writers. who see 
facts, and many who see the ironic 
humor of their own or their char- 
acters’ actions and thoughts, but it 
is a rare writer who sees both at 
once. The result is a genial cynicism 
which in its turn is Gallic rather than 
American, so that Mrs. Taylor’s point 
of view as well as her style is the re- 
sult of being prcefoundly moved by 
French literature. 

“Towers Along the Grass” is not 
at all French. But neither is it at 
all American. It is a spiritual fusion 
of French culture grafted upon a 
root essentially and proudly American.

Start Fight on 
3 Per Cent Tax 


Attorney Alfred E. Austrian, repre- 
senting the two major league baseball 
clubs of Chicago, put in vigorous pro- 
tests yesterday afternoon before a 
subcommittee of the parks, play- 
grounds, aviation arid athletic commit- 
tee of the city council against a pro- 
posal to take 3 per cert of the gross 
receipts of the ball parks instead of 
the flat license fee rate of $4,000. 

The meeting was attended by repre- 
sentatives of other sports interests. 

The ball parks, on their present 
schédules, each have 77 games sched- 
uled for Chicago—for which a license 
fee of $4,000 is paid. The theaters, 
which are open 365 days a year, and 
many movies with more than a half 
dozen shows a day, pay a license fee 
of $3,200, Austrian pointed out. 

“It is inequitable.as it is. It would 
be still worse if a straight 3 per cent 
of the gross receipts is demanded. We 
could not possibly stand that 3 per 
cent without raising prices. 

“I think it would be a good idea 
if the ball clubs would lower the price 
of their bleacher seats from 50 cents 
to 25 cents on week days for boys. It 
is a shame to hold up the price so 
boys cannot see the games,” Ald. 
Thomas J. Bowler said. 

“Let me tell you a bit about how 
many kids get in to see our ball 
games,” retomged Austrian. “ The 
White Sox games alone, last year, 
were watched by nearly 125,000 kids 
—and for nothing. Mr. Charles Co- 
miskey plans this year to let in ap- 


“Tf you must get more money from 
amusement licenses,” said Attorney 
Austrian, “why not get it from these 
fly by night promoters of marathon 
dances and roller skating contests.”

more than three years. 

While the rule is drastic, the Big 
Ten chiefs made one big exception. 
They vcted to exempt the two service 
schools, the U. 8S. Military academy 
and U. 8S. Naval academy, from its 
applicatidn. Conference teams have 
previously engaged the Navy, and Iill- 


and college athletes are permitted to 
attend West Point and Annapolis 
after leaving college, the committee 
decided that if any Big Ten school 
cared to engage in athletic contests 
with either service school it was their 
own business. It was pointed out the 
eligibility code is well known. 


Friendly with Notre Dame. 


informally discussed. It was agreed 
that Notre Vame abides by.the Big 
Ten rules and until such time as the 
South Bend institution does violate

If adverse action had been 
taken, it would not have been retro- 
active and struggles already aeareaee 
would have been permitted. 


No Action on McLain. 

Last night’s action means that those 
in charge of scheduling contests for 
western conference teams must be 
extremely careful in the future. Eligi- 
bility codes of prospective opponents 
must be looked into thoroughly. 

The faculty committee did not take 
action on the cases of McLain, the 
Iowa football player and Holman, the 
Ohio State quarter back.
